ARTICLE  3        Acted  upon  by  ballot  and  adopted. 

ARTICLE  4  ($1,755.00  appropriated)  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Reach  and  seconded 
by  Leonard  Reed.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Seven  Hundred  Fifty-Five  Dollars  ($1,755.00)  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  the  Center  for 
New  Beginnings  (CNB),  a  not-for-profit  social  service  agency  which  provides  clinical  treatment 
and  counseling  to  victims  of  sexual,  verbal  and  physical  abuse  and  to  perpetrators  of  abuse 
who  reside  in  this  town  but  who  are  unable  to  pay  in  part  or  in  whole  for  the  services 
received.    (By  petition) 

With  little  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  5  ($98,000.00  appropriated)  It  was  moved  by  Jack  Anderson  and  seconded  by 
Michael  Whitcomb.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  expenditures 
as  may  be  necessary  to  erect  a  new  highway  department  garage.  Said  expenditures  not  to 
exceed  the  sum  of  Ninety-Eight  Thousand  Dollars  ($98,000.00)  with  disbursement  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.    (Ballot  vote) 

After  considerable  discussion  Jack  Anderson  moved  to  amend  the  Article  seconded  by  Bruce 
Brown,  to  eliminate  "Ballot  vote",  and  replace  with  voice  vote. 

The  amendment  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

With  no  other  discussion  the  amended  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

RESULT:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  expenditures  as  may 
be  necessary  to  erect  a  new  highway  department  garage.  Said  expenditures  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  Ninety-Eight  Thousand  Dollars  ($98,000.00)  with  disbursement  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.    (Voice  vote) 


ARTICLE  6  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Keach  and  seconded  by  John  Miller.  If  the  foregoing 
Article  No.  5  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  the  sum  of  money  so  raised  and  appropriated  and  for 
this  purpose  authorize  the  issue  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  or  any  other  enabling  authority,  delegating 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  the  discretion  of  fixing  the  date,  maturities,  denominations,  the 
interest  rate,  or  discount  rate  or  notes  and  providing  for  the  sale  thereof. 

A  ballot  vote  was  in  order  with  a  two-thirds  majority  required  to  pass.  The  result  of  the 
ballot  vote  was:

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Sixteen 
Thousand  Dollars  ($16,000.00)  for  the  purchase  of  computer  hardware  and  software  for  the 
purpose  of  computerizing  the  accounting,  budgeting  and  tax  functions  of  Bethlehem. 

After  considerable  discussion  a  motion  to  amend  the  Article  was  made  by  David  Wood  seconded 
by  Wayne  Derby  to  add  not  to  exceed  Sixteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($16,000.00)  and  to  be  secured 
by  public  solicitation  of  bids  and  competitive  negotiation. 

With  no  other  discussion  the  amendment  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

After  continued  debate  a  standing  vote  was  called.  The  result  of  the  vote  was:

ARTICLE  8  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Keach  and  seconded  by  Jack  Anderson  To  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  B.O.C.A.  Building  Code  three  (3)  copies  of  which  are  on 
file  in  the  Planning  Board  Office  of  the  Town  of  Bethlehem  being  marked  and  designated 
as  "The  B.O.C.A.  National  Building  Code,  Tenth  Edition,  1987  as  published  by  the  Building 
Officials  and  Code  Administrators  International,  Inc."  be  and  is  hereby  adopted  as  the  Building 
Code  of  the  Town  of  Bethlehem  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire;  for  the  control  of  buildings 
and  structures  as  herein  provided;  and  each  and  all  of  the  terms  of  said  B.O.C.A.  National 
Building  Code,  are  hereby  referred  to,  adopted  and  made  a  part  hereof  as  if  fully  set  out 
in  the  Ordinance,  with  the  additions,  insertions,  deletions  and  changes,  if  any,  prescribed  in 
Section  3  of  this  Ordinance. 

After  little  discussion,  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  9  ($14,398.00  appropriated)  It  was  moved  by  Jack  Anderson  and  seconded 
by  Howard  Keach.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Fourteen 
Thousand  Three  Hundred  Ninety-Eight  Dollars  ($14,398.00),  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  police 
cruiser. 


With  little  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  10  It  was  moved  by  Robert  MacLean  and  seconded  by  Michael  Whitcomb  Are 
you  in  favor  of  abolishing  all  Planning,  Zoning  and  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations  and  Ordinances 
for  a  period  of  one  year  or  until  such  time  as  the  voters  of  Bethlehem  adopt  new  regulations 
that  are  less  restrictive,  based  on  an  updated  Master  Plan  and  more  easily  understood,  so 
that  they  can  be  more  uniformly  administrated.    (By  petition)  (Secret  Ballot) 

After  some  discussion  Leonard  Malenowski  moved  to  table  the  Article  seconded  by  Bob  Coute. 

The  Moderator  explained  that  the  motion  to  table,  if  passed,  effectively  kills  the  Article  and 
requires  a  two-thirds  vote. 

A  standing  vote  was  called  and  the  result  was:

RESULT:    Article  10  tabled. 

ARTICLE  11  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Reach  and  seconded  by  Michael  Whitcomb  Shall 
we  adopt  the  provision  of  RSA  72:43-h  for  Optional  Adjusted  Exemption  on  real  estate  which 
provides  for  a  resident  65  years  of  age  up  to  74,  a  $10,000  exemption,  a  resident  75  years 
of  age  up  to  79  a  $15,000  exemption,  a  resident  80  years  of  age  or  older  a  $20,000  exemption, 
provided  that  the  resident  owns  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly  with  another  or  his 
spouse  with  whom  he  has  been  living  as  man  and  wife  for  at  least  five  years;  said  resident 
had  a  net  income  of  less  that  $10,000  if  single,  $12,000  if  married;  and  owns  assets  of  any 
kind,  excluding  value  of  residential  real  estate,  not  in  excess  of  $50,000.    (Ballot  vote) 

After  little  discussion  a  ballot  vote  was  in  order,  the  result  was: 

Yes  -  124        No  -  5 

Article  11  carried. 

ARTICLE  12  It  was  moved  by  Jack  Anderson  and  seconded  by  Michael  Whitcomb.  Shall 
we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:35,IV  for  an  optional  property  tax  exemption  on  residential 
property  for  a  service-connected  total  disability?  The  optional  disability  exemption  is  $1,400 
rather  than  $700. 

With  little  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  13  It  was  moved  by  Robert  MacLean  and  seconded  by  Bob  Coute.  Shall  we 
adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:28,  V  &  VI  for  an  optional  veterans'  exemption  and  an  expanded 
qualifying  war  service  for  veterans  seeking  the  exemption?  The  optional  veterans'  exemption 
is  $100  rather  the  $50. 

With  no  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  14  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Keach  and  seconded  by  Robert  MacLean.  Shall 
the  Town  vote  to  accept  the  creation  of  a  Deputy  Treasurer  position. 

With  little  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  15  It  was  moved  by  Jack  Anderson  and  seconded  by  Bruce  Brown.  To  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  to  replace 


the  street  lights  to  lumen  street  lights.  Said  expenditures  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  Fifty- 
Two  Thousand  One  Hundred-Fifty  Dollars  ($52,150.00)  with  disbursement  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

After  considerable  discussion  the  question  was  moved. 

The  Article  was  duly  voted  and  failed  by  an  overwhelming  majority. 

ARTICLE  16        Passed  over  as  a  result  (failed)  of  Article  15. 

ARTICLE  17  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Keach  and  seconded  by  John  Miller.  To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  semi-annual  collection  of  taxes  as  provided  by  RSA  76:15b. 

After  considerable  discussion  a  motion  was  made  by  Bob  Coute  seconded  by  Mike  Anderson 
to  amend  the  Article  by  adding  "starting  in  June  of  1992." 

The  amendment  was  duly  voted  and  passed. 

With  little  additional  discussion  a  standing  vote  was  called.  The  result  of  the  vote  was: 

Yes  -  65        No  -  51 

The  amended  Article  carried. 

RESULT:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  semi-annual  collection  of  taxes  as  provided 
by  RSA  76:15b,  starting  in  June  of  1992. 

ARTICLE  18  ($1,101,971.00  appropriated)  It  was  moved  by  Robert  MacLean  and  seconded 
by  Howard  Keach.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  purposes  specified  in  the  budget  as  posted. 

It  was  moved  by  Leonard  Malenowski  and  seconded  by  Howard  Keach  to  postpone  the  meeting 
until  Monday,  March  18th  at  7:00  P.M.  at  the  same  location. 

A  standing  vote  was  called;  the  result  was: 

Yes  -  54        No  -  43 

RESULT:    The  meeting  was  postponed  at  11:26  P.M.

Howard  Keach  made  a  motion  to  amend  Officers  Expenses  by  reducing  it  by  $1,750.00  to 
read  $64,790.00  and  to  reduce  Maintenance  of  Town  Property  by  $2,000.00  to  read  $55,261.00 
seconded  by  Bruce  Brown. 

After  an  explanation  by  Selectman  Howard  Keach  the  amendment  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

Jack  Anderson  made  a  motion  to  increase  Election  and  Registration  Expenses  by  $250.00 
making  the  total  $1,000.00  seconded  by  Lorna  Ray.

$3,000.00  seconded  by  Ignaz  Szakmary. 

After  some  discussion  a  standing  vote  was  called.  The  amendment  failed  by  a  overwhelming 
majority. 

After  some  discussion  concerning  the  restoration  of  vital  statistic  records  Alice  Dreier  moved 
to  postpone  the  $3,000.00  for  restoration  for  one  year  seconded  by  Bob  Joyce. 

The  amendment  to  postpone  the  restoration  of  vital  statistics  records  for  one  year  was  duly 
voted  and  failed. 

There  was  considerable  discussion  including  the  Country  Club,  Mt.  Washington  Airport, 
Hazardous  Waste.  Town  Lines,  Mt.  Agassiz  Trail  Association,  and  Adult  Basic  Education. 

Bob  Coute  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  Article  by  reducing  it  by  $200.00  eliminating  Adult 
Basic  Education  seconded  by  Judy  Gagne. 

A  standing  vote  was  called  and  the  amendment  failed  overwhelmingly. 

There  was  considerable  discussion  concerning  the  Information  Booth. 

With  no  other  discussion  the  amended  Article  18  was  duly  voted  and  carried.

ARTICLE  20  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Keach  and  seconded  by  Bob  Coute.  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town 
by  Tax  Collector's  Deed,  and  to  further  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  any  other  personal 
property  owned  by  the  Town  which  is  no  longer  used  for  municipal  purposes.

To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  monies,  from  time  to  time,  for  current 
indebtedness  of  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year,  in  anticipation  of  taxes  to  be  collected  for 
the  year  1991  and  to  be  paid  therefrom. 

With  no  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  22        To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

The  Moderator  stepped  aside  to  move  that  it  go  on  record  that  the  Town  of  Bethlehem  supports 
and  recognizes  the  effort  of  our  troops  in  operation  Desert  Storm,  seconded  by  Robert  MacLean. 

The  applause  was  unanimous. 

Howard  Stone  moved  that  the  plaques  in  the  Town  Building  recognizing  veterans  be  brought 
up-to-date  or  be  taken  down,  seconded  by  David  Wood.

2.  A  statement  of  how  the  monies  appropriated  by  the  town  will  be  disbursed. 

3.  A  general  statement  regarding  the  intent  and  reasons  why  the  town  should  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  such  requested  funds. 

Seconded  by  Brian  Charland. 

After  discussion  a  standing  vote  was  called.  The  result  of  the  standing  vote  was  as  follows:

The  motion  failed. 

Selectman  Robert  MacLean  apologized  to  the  girls  that  work  in  the  Town  Office  for  any  inference 
he  may  have  made  concerning  Article  7  that  there  was  any  incompetency  involved  in  their 
work.  Selectman  Robert  MacLean  complimented  their  dedication  and  efforts. 

A  round  of  applause  followed. 

The  Moderator  thanked  Ernie  Ferland  and  Al  Morancie  for  their  efforts  in  setting  up  and 
taking  down  everything  for  the  meeting,  not  once  but  twice. 

Applause  of  appreciation  followed.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bethlehem,  in  the  County  of  Grafton  and  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Building  in  said  Bethlehem  on  Tuesday,  the 
tenth  day  of  March,  1992,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  (the  polls  to  close  at  6:00  p.m.;  business 
meeting  to  be  held  at  the  Bethlehem  Elementary  School  at  8:00  p.m.),  to  act  upon  the  following: 

ARTICLE  1.    To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  (Ballot  vote) 

ARTICLE  2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  changing  the  Zoning  Ordinance  passed  in  ARTICLE  SIX 
of  the  1987  Bethlehem  Warrant  which  currently  reads: 

"Further  no  solid  waste  disposal  facility  or  site  shall  be  located  in  any  district 
except  a  facility  operated  by  the  Town.  This  prohibition  shall  include  but  not 
be  limited  by  any  private  solid  waste  disposal  facility  or  site,  sanitary  landfill 
or  incinerator: 

The  revised  ordinance  would  read  as  follows: 

"Further  no  solid  waste  disposal  facility,  site  or  expansion  of  any  existing  landfills 
shall  be  located  in  any  district  except  a  facility  operated  by  the  Town.  This 
prohibition  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  by  any  private  solid  waste  disposal 
facility  or  site,  sanitary  landfill  or  incinerator.  (Ballot  vote)  (Planning  Board 
approves  of  this  Amendment.) 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500.00)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  wire  mesh  trailer  for  the 
storage,  collection  and  transportation  of  plastic  milk  and  soda  bottles  for  recycling  at  a  central 
processing  facility. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand 
Dollars  ($2,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  off  setting  uncompensated  care  at  Littleton  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($500.00)  for  the  purpose  of  providing  emergency  services  from  the  Red  Cross. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Seventeen  Dollars  ($1,017.00)-  for  the  purpose  of  offsetting  operating  costs  for  the  Hospice 
of  the  Littleton  Area. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  road  system  in  the  Hardwood  Hills 
Subvision  off  of  Little  Road,  which  now  has  three  existing  homes  that  are  permanently  lived 
in,  as  approved  by  the  Bethlehem  Planning  Board,  upon  satisfactory  completion  to  TRA 
specification  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Town  Road  Agent  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
(by  petition) 


ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  Library  can  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further 
action  by  the  town  meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal,  or  other  government  unit  or  a 
private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  purposes  specified  in  the  budget  as  posted. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply 
for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  state,  federal, 
or  other  governmental  unit,  or  a  private  source  or  bequest  which  becomes  available  during 
the  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  set  forth  in  RSA  31:95-b. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey 
real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  deed,  and  to  further  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  any  other  personal  property  owned  by  the  Town  which  is  no  longer  used  for  municipal 
purposes.  In  every  instance,  sale  shall  be  held  by  public  auction  or  advertised  sealed  bids. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  pursuant  to  RSA  80:80,  to  sell 
tax  deeded  property,  as  justice  may  require,  after  collection  of  all  back  taxes,  back  to  owner 
of  record  at  time  of  the  Tax  Collector's  Deed. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  monies, 
from  time  to  time,  for  current  indebtedness  of  the  Town  for  the  ensuing  year,  in  anticipation 
of  taxes  to  be  collected  for  the  year  1992  and  to  be  paid  therefrom. 

ARTICLE  14.    To  discuss  the  future  needs  or  relocation  of  the  Bethlehem  Community  Pool. 

ARTICLE  15.    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

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BETHLEHEM  VILLAGE  DISTRICT 
RESULTS  OF  THE  1991  WARRANT 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Bethlehem  Village  District  was  called  to  order  at  7:00  p.m.  on  March 
26, 1991  by  Moderator,  Al  MacBain. 

Bruce  Brown  made  the  motion  to  amend  the  first  four  articles  by  deleting  the  words  "until  such 
time  as  the  District  votes  to  terminate  its  existence".  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Floyd  Brown 
and  carried  by  unanimous  vote.  The  first  four  articles  were  amended  as  requested. 

ARTICLE  1  The  name  of  Alistair  MacBain  was  placed  in  nomination  for  moderator  for 
the  ensuing  year  by  a  motion  from  Walter  Blandin.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Richard 
Robie.  The  vote  being  unanimous,  the  clerk  was  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  Al  MacBain 
as  moderator.    This  was  done. 

ARTICLE  2  Floyd  Brown  moved  to  nominate  Cheryl  Sargent  as  clerk  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  John  Miller.  By  unanimous  vote  the  motion  carried.  The 
moderator  cast  one  ballot  for  Cheryl  Sargent  as  District  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  3  A  motion  was  made  by  Floyd  Brown  naming  Walter  Blandin  to  serve  as 
Commissioner  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Bruce  Brown  and 
carried.  The  vote  being  unanimous,  the  moderator  instructed  the  clerk  to  cast  one  ballot  for 
Walter  Blandin  as  District  commissioner  to  serve  a  three-year  term.    This  was  done. 

ARTICLE  4  Bruce  Brown  made  the  motion  to  nominate  Carole  Hard  as  district  treasurer 
for  the  ensuing  year.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Richard  Robie  and  carried.  The  clerk  was 
instructed  by  the  moderator  to  cast  one  ballot  for  Carole  Hard  as  treasurer  for  the  district  for 
the  ensuing  year.    The  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Carole  Hard. 

ARTICLE  5  It  was  moved  by  Bob  Piche  and  seconded  by  Bruce  Brown  to  accept  the  reports 
of  officers  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  The  motion  was  carried.  At  this  time,  Commissioner 
Bruce  Brown  stated  that  the  Village  District  has  located  a  CPA  firm  to  audit  the  District  Books 
and  that  this  will  be  done  this  year. 

ARTICLE  6  Bruce  Brown  moved  to  see  if  the  Village  District  would  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Million  Four  Hundred  Twenty  Thousand  Six  Hundred  and  Fifty- 
Six  and  no/100  ($2,420,656.00)  Dollars  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  drinking  water  filter 
system  to  be  located  at  the  District's  present  reservoir  at  Strawberry  Hill  in  Bethlehem,  and 
for  doing  whatever  plumbing,  meter  installation  and  system  repair  work  may  be  required  to 
upgrade  the  District's  water  system  and  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  execute  and  issue 
on  the  District's  behalf  bonds  or  notes  pursuant  to  New  Hampshire  RSA  Chapter  33  in  the  amount 
of  Two  Million  Four  Hundred  Twenty  Thousand  Six  Hundred  and  Fifty-six  and  no/100 
($2,420,656.00)  Dollars  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  same.  (Two-Thirds  ballot  vote  is  required).  Bruce 
Brown  made  the  motion  to  consider  this  article  and  the  motion  was  seconded  by  Floyd  Brown.  The 
moderator  called  for  discussion  on  the  article.  Ed  Betz  from  Provan  and  Lorber  discussed  the 
technical  aspects  of  the  filtration  plant  and  showed  pictures  of  same.  David  Wood  from  North 
Country  Council  explained  the  Community  Block  Grant  briefly  and  explained  that  surveys  would 
have  to  go  out  to  ascertain  as  to  if  the  Town  would  qualify  for  the  funds.  Bill  Green  asked 
if  it  would  be  possible  on  the  new  system  for  business  to  use  unfiltered  water  for  businesses 
such  as  the  laundry  mat  and  the  green  house.  The  Commissioners  explained  that  the  problem 
is  that  this  water  (unfiltered)  would  have  to  be  monitored  so  that  no  people  would  be  drinking 
it  and  that  this  could  cause  problems.  Ed  Betz  stated  that  there  was  a  raw  water  line  that 
would  be  running  on  the  north  side  of  Route  #302  that  could  be  used  for  fire  hydrants  and  possible 
pools.  Bing  Clark  expressed  concern  that  if  the  new  system  came  into  effect  that  he  would  lose 
additional  water  pressure  on  Mt.  Agassiz  Street.    He  stated  that  their  water  is  already  at  very 
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low  pressure.  Mr.  Betz  stated  that  in  such  cases  the  pressure  should  improve  rather  than  drop 
off.  There  being  no  further  business  the  moderator  opened  the  polls  for  voting.  He  explained 
that  the  polls  would  remain  open  for  one  hour  and  that  there  must  be  a  2/3  majority  vote.  The 
polls  opened  at  7:29  p.m.  and  closed  at  8:29  p.m.  (Total  people  voting  was  45.  There  were 
27  yes  votes  and  18  no  votes.    The  article  was  defeated  by  three  votes). 

ARTICLE  7  It  was  moved  by  Bruce  Brown  and  seconded  by  Muriel  Brown  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $427,932.37  for  all  necessary  District  expenses,  including  water  department,  sewer 
plant  and  expenses,  police,  fire  department,  garbage  removal,  lights,  street,  indebtedness,  social 
security,  construction  of  new  water  or  sewer  lines,  repair  of  existing  sidewalks,  etc.  (This  amount 
was  amended  from  an  original  amount  of  $428,403.07  due  to  a  change  in  the  Garbage  Collection 
Contract.  The  appropriation  was  amended  by  Bruce  Brown  and  seconded  by  Floyd 
Brown).  Before  voting  on  this  article  there  was  discussion  by  Len  Reed  on  the  replacement 
of  Maple  Trees  on  Main  Street.  He  moved  that  funds  be  placed  in  the  budget  not  to  exceed 
$1800.00  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  some  trees.  Nancy  Dickowski  seconded  the  motion.  There 
was  some  discussion  over  the  high  amount  per  tree  to  replace.  The  motion  did  not  carry.  Nancy 
Dickowski  asked  that  the  Commissioners  take  a  look  at  the  sidewalks  in  the  area  of  Maple 
Street.  They  stated  that  they  would  take  a  look  and  repair  any  damage.  The  moderator  called 
for  a  vote  on  the  appropriation  of  $427,932.37  and  it  carried  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  8  It  was  moved  by  Bruce  Brown  and  seconded  by  John  Miller  to  raise  and 
appropriate  Six  Thousand  ($6,000.00)  Dollars  for  the  purchase  of  computer  hardware  and  software 
for  the  purpose  of  computerizing  the  accounting,  budgeting  and  other  relevant  functions.  The 
moderator  called  for  discussion  on  the  Article.  Susan  Derby  feels  that  the  amount  is  high  and 
feels  that  it  could  be  done  cheaper.  Len  Reed  made  the  motion  to  amend  the  article  to  read, 
that  the  appropriation  is  not  to  exceed  $6,000.00  and  that  the  computer  and  software  and  hardware 
is  to  be  put  out  to  competitive  bidding  and  to  be  awared  based  on  competitive  bidding  and  public 
solicitation.    The  amended  article  was  seconded  by  David  Wood  and  voted  on  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  9  Walter  Blandin  moved  and  Bruce  Brown  seconded  the  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  ($5,000.00)  Dollars  to  be  added  to  the  Sewer  Maintenance 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.    This  was  voted  on  unanimously  with  no  opposed  votes. 

ARTICLE  10  It  was  moved  by  Bruce  Brown  and  seconded  by  Richard  Robie  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  District 
Meeting,  money  from  state,  federal,  or  other  governmental  unit,  or  a  private  source  or  bequest 
which  becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  set  forth  in  RSA 
31;95-b.    This  was  voted  on  favorably  with  no  opposed  votes. 

ARTICLE  11  It  was  moved  by  Walter  Blandin  and  seconded  by  Bruce  Brown  to  authorize 
the  Commissioners  to  borrow  monies  from  time  to  time,  for  current  indebtedness  of  the  District 
for  the  ensuing  year,  in  anticipation  of  taxes  to  be  collected  for  the  year  1991  and  to  be  paid 
therefrom.    This  article  was  voted  on  favorably  with  no  opposed  votes. 

ARTICLE  12  The  results  of  the  bond  vote  on  Article  #6  was  announced  by  the 
moderator.  David  Wood  made  the  motion  to  reconsider  Article  #6  at  another  vote.  The 
moderator  consulted  the  RSA's  and  found  this  to  be  in  order.  David  Wood's  motion  was  seconded 
by  Len  Reed.  The  date  of  April  30th,  1991  at  7:00  p.m.-  was  chosen  for  the  meeting  for 
reconsideration  on  the  vote. 

Bob  Piche  made  the  motion  to  limit  the  avenues  pursued  by  the  Commissioners  for  funding  to 
grants  and  FHMA.    The  motion  was  seconded  but  did  not  carry. 

Bruce  Brown  made  the  motion  to  continue  the  meeting  to  April  30, 1991  at  7:00  p.m.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried.

RESULTS  OF  THE  CONTINUATION  OF  1991  WARRANT 

A  continuation  of  the  March  26,  1991  annual  meeting  was  held  on  April  30,  1991  at  the  Town 
Building  in  Bethlehem.  Moderator,  Al  MacBain  opened  the  meeting  at  7:00  p.m.  The  purpose 
of  the  continuation  was  a  reconsideration  of  Article  6  by  ballot  vote. 

Commissioner  Bruce  Brown  moved  Article  6  as  read  by  the  moderator.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Walter  Blandin. 

A  somewhat  lengthy  presentation  was  given  by  Ed  Betz  and  Steve  LaFrance,  representing  Provan 
&  Lorber.  Following  the  information  portion  of  the  presentation,  the  moderator  asked  for 
discussion  or  questions  from  the  audience. 

Representatives  from  FHMA  and  North  Country  Council  were  available  to  give  information  of 
funds  and  grants. 

Commissioner  Bruce  Brown  read  some  correspondence  from  the  State  and  EPA  regarding  the 
water  quality  and  the  bond  vote.  He  stated  that  according  to  the  correspondence,  the  Village 
District  could  be  fined  up  to  $25,000  per  day  for  non-compliance  if  the  bond  was  voted  down. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  6  to  the  voters  and  explained  that  a  yes  vote  meant  that  you  were 
voting  in  favor  of  the  bond  issue.  A  vote  of  no  was  a  vote  in  the  negative.  He  explained  that 
the  polls  would  remain  open  an  hour  and  that  to  pass  there  must  be  a  2/3  majority  vote  in  favor 
of  the  bond. 

The  polls  opened  at  8:12  p.m. 

Polls  remained  opened  until  9: 12  p.m.  E  ighty-eight  (88)  registered  precinct  votes  were  cast.  Votes 
in  the  affirmative  -  54.    Votes  in  the  negative  -  34.    Bond  issue  failed  by  5  votes. 

The  moderator  asked  if  there  was  any  further  business  to  be  discussed.  There  being  no  further 
business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:30  p.m.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

This  was  an  exciting  year  for  me.  A  wonderful  new  work  area  was  built  and  installed  in 
the  library  by  Bethlehem  contractor  Gerald  Marquis.  A  place  for  everything  and  everything 
in  its  place  (still  working  on  the  second  part)!  It  is  a  real  joy  to  all  of  us  and  has  received 
countless  compliments. 

It  is  also  exciting  that  we  now  have  1002  registered  patrons  over  the  age  of  5.  I  believe 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  over  50%  of  our  citizens  are  members  of  the  library. 

Four  programs  were  offered  this  year.  In  April,  the  NH  Council  on  the  Arts  and  the  North 
Country  Library  Co-op  enjoyed  having  science  fiction  author  James  Patrick  Kelly  in  the  area 
for  a  week.  One  full  day  was  spent  with  students  at  Profile,  and  that  evening  Mr.  Kelly  presented 
a  program  on  science  fiction  here  at  the  town  hall. 

In  August,  Prof.  Mortimer  Fisch  presented  a  delightful  program  on  Robert  Frost  and  Myrtle 
Doane  presented  an  informative  program  on  "The  History  of  Bethlehem".  In  October, 
professional  storyteller  Cindi  O'Connor  entertained  at  a  Saturday  morning  children's  story 
hour  at  Profile  High  School.  This  program  was  co-sponsored  with  the  Abbie  Greenleaf  Library. 

I  attended  spring  conference  and  four  Forum  and  five  North  Country  Co-op  meetings.  I 
am  proud  to  report  that  the  library  is  an  adult  literacy  and  learning  center  for  those  interested 
in  studying  for  their  GED  exam.  Contact  me  or  the  adult  education  center  in  Littleton. 
Coordinator  Joan  Whalen  is  an  excellent  instructor  as  are  the  instructors  working  with  her. 

Summer  resident  Sarah  Karcinell  will  be  volunteering  her  services  for  the  third  summer, 
tutoring  first  and  second  graders  who  want  extra  help  with  their  reading.  We  thank  this 
warm  and  caring  teenager  for  her  time  and  her  interest  in  our  students. 

In  October,  I  injured  my  back  and  in  December,  I  underwent  surgery.  The  library  has 
been  in  the  excellent  hands  of  Ruth  Miller  and  Jean  Wedick  with  Pam  Perry  and  Charlene 
Thibeault  as  back-up.  I  appreciate  their  help  more  than  words  can  express  and  am  most 
grateful  for  their  services.  And  all  of  us  owe  many  thanks  to  our  loyal  volunteer,  Doris  Stevenson, 
who  lightens  the  load  in  so  many  ways. 

This  year's  goal  is  to  register  %  of  the  population  of  Bethlehem.  We  have  a  wonderful  library 
and  you  are  missing  out  if  you  are  not  a  patron.  We  are  here  to  serve  you.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Bethlehem  Conservation  Commission  meets  monthly,  usually  on  the  fourth  Thursday 
of  the  month,  at  the  Bretzfelder  Park  office.  The  Commission  is  asked  to  review  Wetlands 
permits,  state  government  environmental  actions  in  the  town,  and  to  discuss  or  take  actions 
on  matters  relating  to  town  resources.  The  Commission  is  a  member  of  the  NH  Association 
of  Conservation  Commissions. 

Members  of  the  committee  coordinated  a  conservation  education  program  through  the  nat- 
ional Community  Action  Award  Program  at  Bethlehem  School  for  ten  interested  students. 

This  fall,  in  keeping  with  suggestions  in  the  draft  Town  Master  Plan,  the  Commission  began 
a  mapping  project  of  important  resources.  The  maps,  still  in  preparation,  will  identify  wildlife 
habitat,  scenic  features,  wetlands,  agricultural  soils,  and  recreational  features  within  the  Town. 

The  Commission  also  serves  as  coordinator  of  the  Bethlehem  segment  of  the  NH  Heritage 
Trail. 

Public  involvement  at  Commission  meetings  and  in  conservation  activities  is  encouraged.

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BRETZFELDER  MEMORIAL  PARK  COMMITTEE 

Bretzfelder  Memorial  Park,  located  on  Prospect  Street  just  one  mile  north  of  Main  Street, 
is  open  year  round  for  the  recreational  use  of  Bethlehem  residents  and  visitors.  Owned  and 
operated  by  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests,  the  park  is  managed 
with  the  oversight  of  a  volunteer  town  committee  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Education  is  a  major  focus  of  the  Bretzfelder  Park  program.  In  1991,  the  park's  naturalist, 
Jeff  Wallner,  completed  work  on  a  formal  curriculum  guide  to  the  school  program  at  Bethlehem 
Elementary.  Environmental  education  sessions  are  now  presented  to  grades  K  through  6  in 
classroom  sessions  and  on  park  field  trips  (a  total  of  146  sessions  over  the  past  school  year). 
Bethlehem  is  the  only  school  in  the  state  with  this  comprehensive  program  in  environmental 
education.  In  addition,  the  park  conducts  college  courses  through  the  UNH  School  for  Lifelong 
Learning,  a  summer  nature  day  camp  for  youngsters,  and  family  discovery  walks  and  talks. 

Maintaining  the  park  is  also  a  year-round  task.  The  Forest  Society's  North  Country  land 
manager,  Nigel  Manley,  maintains  an  extensive  trail  system,  including  a  portion  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Heritage  Trail,  available  for  walking  and  cross-country  skiing.  The  park's  pond 
is  the  site  of  the  annual  boy  scout  fishing  derby,  and  the  picnic  shelter  hosts  Community 
Day  each  May,  an  event  planned  and  hosted  by  5th  grade  students.  Ice  skating,  year-round 
restrooms,  picnic  field,  and  two  parking  areas  make  the  Park  an  asset  of  considerable  value 
to  the  Town.  The  Park  and  its  programs  are  funded  by  the  bequest  of  Helen  Bretzfelder 
to  the  Forest  Society  in  memory  of  her  father,  summer  resident  Charles  Bretzfelder.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY,  INC. 

The  North  Country  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc.,  is  a  not-for-profit  community  service  agency 
providing  home  care  and  health  promotion  services  to  residents  of  twenty-one  North  Country 
communities.  1991  marked  the  Agency's  twentieth  year  of  existence  and  another  year  of  quality 
service  provision  and  growth.  In  1991,  Agency  personnel  provided  15,781  home  care  visits 
while  caring  for  536  clients.  This  represents  a  21%  increase  in  home  care  visits  over  1990 
and  a  49%  increase  since  1989.  Many  factors  have  contributed  to  the  need  for  and  the  increased 
use  of  home  health  care  programs.  As  a  matter  of  cost  containment  inpatient  lengths  of  stay 
have  decreased.  This  has  meant  that  clients  are  returning  home  in  need  of  more  frequent 
and  more  intensive  home  care.  Our  elderly  population  is  growing  and  many  of  these  elderly 
need  assistance  and  supervision  to  remain  safely  at  home. 

During  1991,  the  Agency  also  provided  over  50  community  health  clinics.  More  than  1200 
individuals  took  advantage  of  the  services  provided  such  as  influenza  immunization  and  health 
screenings. 

The  Agency  continues  to  work  to  attract  State  and  Federal  funding  for  local  programs 
and  services  in  order  to  meet  the  increasing  demand.  In  1991,  $283,000  in  such  funding  was 
used  to  provide  direct  home  care  services  to  residents  in  the  North  Country.  In  the  town  of 
Bethlehem  services  provided  were  as  follows:

1991  Director's  Report 

This  has  been  a  year  of  clearly  "holding  the  line".  There  have  been  increasing  demands 
on  our  services;  yet,  we  are  unable  to  expand  to  address  these  needs.  We  have  developed  waiting 
lists,  looked  at  alternative  ways  of  providing  service,  and  increased  our  aggressive  pursuit 
of  billing. 

Mental  Health  Services  -We  operate  one  full-time  and  three  part-time  offices.  The  full-time 
office  is  located  in  Littleton  at  16  Maple  Street.  The  part-time  offices  are  located  in  Woodsville 
at  White  Mountain  Mental  Health  and  Developmental  Services  -  Woodsville,  at  the  junction 
of  Route  10  and  Swiftwater  Road;  in  Lincoln  at  the  Lin -Wood  Medical  Center;  and  in  Lancaster 
at  Weeks  Memorial  Hospital. 

Last  year,  we  provided  over  8,000  hours  of  service. 

•  891  emergency  visits. 

•  Our  Partial  Hospitalization  Program  is  full  with  the  opening  of  our  group  home. 

•  Vocational  training  and  transitional  services  are  also  available  despite  the  economy. 

We  offer  a  comprehensive  array  of  services  including:  24-hour  emergency,  drug  and  alcohol, 
case  management,  inpatient,  and  partial  hospitalization. 

Developmental  Services 

•  Early  Intervention  -  Home-based  service  for  0-3  year  old  children  who  are  delayed  in  their 
development.  Services  include:  screening,  assessment,  treatment,  and  referral.  We  continue 
to  provide  clinics  throughout  our  region  to  increase  our  ability  to  serve  more  children.  Annually, 
we  average  service  to  sixty  families. 

•  Habilitation  Services  -  Provides  instruction  to  our  most  severely  impaired  adult  population. 
The  program  works  in  conjunction  with  their  residential  programming  as  well  as  providing 
training  and  instruction  in  self  care  skills,  pre-vocational  skills,  paid  work,  and  other  therapeutic 
services  such  as  speech  therapy  and  physical  therapy.  This  program  has  been  primarily  used 
by  former  Laconia  State  School  residents;  however,  we  have  had  community  clients  who  have 
been  referred  by  the  local  school  systems.  Last  year,  we  served  twenty-one  (21)  clients  in  two 
locations  (Littleton  and  Woodsville). 

•  Supported  Employment  -  Provides  training,  instruction,  and  work  adjustment  for  mentally 
ill  and  mentally  retarded  individuals.  Paid  work  opportunities  for  the  individuals  can  take 
place  either  in  the  community  or  in  the  workshop  itself.  Last  year,  we  operated  twelve  job 
sites  directly  in  the  community.  We  have  also  completed  over  twenty  individual  job  placements. 

We  are  grateful  for  your  past  support  of  our  programs  and  look  forward  to  continuing  to 
serve  you  in  the  future.

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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 

In  a  continuing  effort  to  communicate  more  directly  with  Grafton  County  citizens,  we  take 
great  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report  for  your  information. 

During  the  past  y^r,  the  County  Nursing  Home  has  continued  to  provide  excellent  care 
for  approximately  120  elderly  and  infirm  residents  while  complying  with  the  increased  demands 
of  new  federal  regulations.  In  November  we  opened  a  unit  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
patients  with  Alzheimer's  disease  and  similar  afflictions,  which  has  been  very  well  received 
by  residents,  families,  and  staff. 

Inmates  in  the  House  of  Corrections  have  benefited  from  the  Thresholds/Decision-making 
program,  taught  by  volunteers  who  help  their  clients  prepare  for  more  productive  lives  in 
jail  and  on  the  outside.  A  grant  from  the  Attorney  General's  Office  has  also  provided  us  with 
a  substance  abuse  counselor  for  the  jail. 

New  projects  were  also  initiated  at  the  County  Farm.  The  piggery  was  reinstituted  (20 
piglets  were  born  to  3  sows  in  October),  and  a  lilac  nursery  was  added  through  the  State 
Lilac  Commission  (lilacs  will  be  ready  for  distribution  to  public  agencies  in  the  spring).  The 
farm  also  planted  extra  potatoes  for  contribution  to  local  food  pantries  throughout  the  county, 
a  project  we  plan  to  continue  in  future  years. 

Since  September  the  Commissioners  have  worked  with  the  Sheriff,  Assistant  Sheriff  and 
members  of  the  County  Legislative  Delegation  to  review  the  County  Dispatch  Center  and  revise 
the  fees  charged  for  telephone  answering  and  radio  dispatching  services.  Discounts  were 
eliminated  for  1992  and  fees  based  on  actual  use  are  planned  beginning  in  1993.  Copies  of 
the  Study  Committee's  report  are  available  at  the  Commissioners'  Office. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  we  were  able  to  reduce  county  taxes  while  maintaining  necessary 
county  services.  The  Commissioners  intend  to  continue  to  hold  the  line  on  expenses,  but  do 
expect  a  modest  tax  increase  next  year  due  to  the  elimination  of  surpluses  generated  by 
unanticipated  increases  in  nursing  home  revenues. 

This  past  year  the  County  distributed  over  $78,000  in  state  Incentive  Funds  to  local  agencies 
to  prevent  out-of-home  placements  of  troubled  children  and  youth.  The  County  also  provides 
a  Youth  and  Family  Mediation  Program  available  free  of  charge  in  the  Lebanon,  Littleton, 
and  Plymouth  areas. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  has  made  great  strides  in  expanding  efforts  to  inform  our 
constituents  about  county  government.  Tours  of  county  facilities,  a  mock  trial  for  school  children, 
and  an  open  house  took  place  during  County  Government  Week  in  April,  and  plans  are  underway 
for  an  even  broader  program  for  the  coming  year  (April  5-11).  We  held  a  special  information 
session  for  local  officials  in  September,  have  spoken  to  school  and  civic  groups,  and  developed 
a  slide  presentation  to  show  people  what  the  county  does. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  local  officials  and  agencies  and 
the  citizens  for  continued  interest  and  cooperation  in  our  efforts  to  serve  you.  The  public  is 
invited  to  attend  our  regular  meetings  at  9:15  a.m.  on  Thursdays  at  the  County  Administration 
Building  in  North  Haverhill.  The  Commissioners  also  welcome  the  opportunity  to  speak  or 
show  our  slides  to  students  and  civic  groups.  Please  call  our  office  at  787-6941  for  further 
information  or  to  request  a  speaker.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 
Annual  Report 

North  Country  Council  is  the  Regional  Planning  Commission  for  51  towns  in  northern  New 
Hampshire.  It  was  established  almost  20  years  ago  by  the  legislature  to  respond  to  communities' 
needs  for  local  and  regional  planning  and  development  programs.  As  a  membership 
organization,  the  Council  is  supported  by  local  community  dues  which  are  used  to  match  state 
and  federal  funding  sources. 

Assistance  available  to  member  towns  includes  municipal  planning,  regional  planning, 
transportation  planning,  business  and  industrial  planning/development,  landscape  architecture, 
solid  waste  planning,  resource  management,  GIS  mapping  and  public  education.  The  Council 
provides  this  professional  assistance  to  Planning  Boards,  Boards  of  Selectmen,  Zoning  Boards 
of  Adjustment,  Conservation  Commissions,  Solid  Waste  Districts,  Local  Development 
Corporations,  Non-Profit  Community  Organizations,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Educational 
Institutions  and  Social  Service  Organizations  and  Agencies  in  our  member  towns. 

In  BETHLEHEM,  the  Council  completed  another  year  of  Circuit  Rider  assistance  to  the 
planning  board.  Through  this  program,  the  Council  provides  technical  assistance  to  the  board 
on  subdivision  review,  ordinance  amendments  and  board  actions  on  proposals.  The  Council 
also  provided  administrative  support  to  the  Town's  revolving  loan  fund.  In  addition  to  processing 
loan  applications,  this  support  included  amendments  to  the  fund's  administrative  procedures. 
In  August,  Bethlehem  took  part  in  a  regional  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  organized 
by  NCC  which  collected  over  1,000  gallons  of  toxic  material.  NCC  staff  assisted  the  Bethlehem 
Playground  Committee  in  planning  renovations  to  the  existing  elementary  school  playground. 

Throughout  1991  North  Country  Council  continued  its  commitment  to  local  and  regional 
planning  assistance.  The  year  also  saw  the  Council  rededicate  its  economic  development  program 
to  address  the  worsening  North  Country  economy,  its  solid  waste  program  to  aggressively 
reduce  the  volume  of  solid  waste  generated  in  the  region,  and  its  land  use  program  to  address 
the  problems  confronting  the  Northern  Forest. 

In  the  ensuing  year  the  Council  will  continue  its  present  course  and  work  program  with 
an  intense  commitment  to  local  technical  assistance,  development  of  local  leadership  and  ability, 
and  the  provision  of  membership  services  to  support  community  and  regional  needs.

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LITTLE  LEAGUE  COMMISSION  REPORT,  1991 

The  Little  League  program  of  1991  was  enjoyed  by  over  140  children,  about  75%  of  those 
eligible  to  play.  Baseball  teams,  for  boys  of  ages  10  to  12,  consisting  of  about  18  players  each, 
were  the  Red  Sox,  coached  by  Frank  Hagen,  and  the  Mets,  coached  by  Ollie  Cole.  Softball 
teams,  for  girls  of  ages  10  to  12,  consisting  of  about  17  players  each,  were  the  Blue  Bombers, 
coached  by  Gail  Lehouillier,  and  the  Red  Ladies,  coached  by  Lynda  Payette.  The  Farm  League 
program,  for  boys  and  girls  of  ages  7  to  9,  consisted  of  six  teams  of  10  players  each.  Teams 
were  Yellow,  coached  by  Paul  Lister;  Blue,  coached  by  Art  Gigliello;  Green,  coached  by  Fred 
Champagne;  Red,  coached  by  Guy  Haynes;  Purple,  coached  by  Mike  Parcell;  and  Black,  coached 
by  John  Dickerman. 

Umpires  for  baseball  and  Softball  were  John  Stevenson,  Bing  Clark,  Dave  Miller,  Jim  Payette, 
Paul  Greenlaw,  and  Dennis  Siggins. 

Baseball  and  Softball  games  were  played  at  the  elementary  school  field  while  the  Farm 
League  had  the  generous  use  of  the  Friendship  House  field.  The  House  is  under  the  new 
management  of  the  Northern  New  Hampshire  Council  On  Alcoholism.  Their  staff,  especially 
Don  Gilpin,  was  very  accommodating. 

Baseball  and  softball  teams  had  a  car  wash  at  Chucky's  Deli -Mart.  Funds  were  used  for 
buying  baseball  caps,  construction  of  new  team  benches  for  the  Farm  League,  maintenance 
of  team  dugout  benches,  and  repairs  to  the  dugout  chain  link  fence.  Our  thanks  to  Mr.  Bing 
Clark  owner  of  Chucky's. 

Work  continued  on  one  new  Elm  Street  playing  field.  John  Starr,  Harold  Brown,  Jim 
Derrington,  town  crew  workers.  Selectman  Jack  Anderson,  Ron  Ingerson,  Art  Gigliello,  Frank 
Hagan,  Paul  Lister  and  his  Cub  Scout  troup,  Bing  Clark,  David  Clark,  and  Paul  Miscio  helped 
in  preparing  a  portion  of  the  new  field.  One  new  chain-link  back  stop  was  installed.  Plans 
include  finishing  one  field,  the  installation  of  chain-link  fence,  dugout  benches,  and  set  up 
of  a  score  board,  donated  by  the  Coca-Cola  Company  through  Mr.  Bing  Clark.  All  citizens 
of  Bethlehem,  especially  parents  of  participants,  are  encouraged  to  volunteer  their  time  to 
help  in  the  process  of  finishing  these  new  fields. 

The  league-sponsored  picnic  for  all  the  players  and  their  immediate  families  was  attended 
by  over  250  people.  Besides  the  cookout  and  pickup  softball  games,  fun  activities  for  the  children 
were  provided  by  Jackie  Garneau  and  her  horse,  who  gave  rides,  and  by  face  painters  Panama 
Geer  and  Danielle  MacBain.  Their  contributions  gave  our  picnic  a  special  carnival  atmosphere.
